1 . This action is responsive to communications: Application filed on 03/9/04. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-15, 17-28, 31-38 and 42 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 1 and 29 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claims 1 
and 29 contains the language "XSD schema to relational database" when it should read 
"XSD schema to a relational database. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1,16, 29-30, and 39-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Krishnaprasad et al., US# 2002/0099687. 

As per claims 1,16, 29-30, 39-41, Krishnaprasad et al. teaches "a mapping 
transformation enumerator that examines queries in the workload and generates 
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candidate mapping transformations based on the queries . . . XSD schema . . ." (see 
paragraph [0015] and [0056]) "a physical design tool that associates a set of physical 
design structures and selects a preferred mapping . . ." (see paragraph [0018] and 
[0056]).
